Shanghai and Nanking have both fallen to the Southern forces, the 
Northerners retiring without making the faintest resistance. 

For two days, Monday and Tuesday, Chapei was given over to 
‘Hundreds of Communists in plain clothes but well armed emerg- 
ed and with numBers of leaderless Northerners left to escape as they 
might there was an orgy of looting burning and shooting. Hundreds were 
killed and great tracts of houses burnt out. 

With the Southern troops’ arrival from Sungkiang some order was 
restored. Gen. Pei Chung-hsi has promised members of the Consular 
Body to keep order and try to end the general strike.

The predicament in which the

Ready to Evacuate Nanking 

Monday's wireless messages fror 
Nanking indicate that Changchow 
hes definitely been taken by the 
Southerners, and that the remnants} 
of the Northern army are retreating 
up the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 
In line with the advices for women 
and children to leave for Shanghai, 
armed parties are being landed with 
the concurrence of H. M. Consul 
General in Nanking for the proter- 
tion of the foreign population which 
is boing concentrated for evacuation. 
Movements of troops from Pukow 
continues in reduced numbers accor! 
ing to the reliable information 
available yesterday. Northern 

‘were holding the front of 
Nanking, the reports stated, be- 
tween Lishui and Tsaishin, and 
strong reinforcements were being’ 
concentrated there. Unrest and ner-| 
vousness on the part of the native 
population is the fore-runner to cx- 
pected trouble, Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang was reported to have 
left Nanking on March 18, for 
/Tsingkiang on the Grand Canal. 

‘On March 20, telegraphic com- 
murrication between Nanking and 
‘Shanghai was cut and the railway 
‘blocked with troop trains at Siaaht 
Information elicited from White 
Russjans carrying out aeroplane re- 
connaissance satted that on that date 
the Southern forces attacking from 
the south were not within 40 miles 
of Nanking. About 2,000 troops 
crossed from Pukow to Nanking 
during that day and martial law 1s 
igidly enforced during each night.

THE SHOOTING 
RANGE ROAD 


Attempt of Disorderly Soldiers to} 
Rush Barricades Sternly 
Quelled 


At least a dozen Chinese, probably| 
Shantung soldiers, were killed and| 
more than a score wounded at about 
15 yesterday afternoon when a 
detail of Durhams were forced to 
fire on an army of about 1,000 who| 
attempted, by force of rms, to get! 
into the ‘International Settlement 
along alleyways off Range Road be- 
‘tween North Honan Road and North 
‘Szechuen Road. 
The trouble started in the early! 
jafternoon when the soldiers, them- 
selves supposed to have been sub-| 
Jjected to the fire of sharpshooters| 
‘swarmed to the barrizrs at North 
Honan asd Boundary Roads. For 
more than an hour they milled about 
in that vicinity, but found the bar-

Durhams guarding the Settlement 
borders were standing with fixed 
bayonets, too formidable to attempt 
to. negotiate. 

Tt probably oceurred to some of 
the lenders that the alleyways, in 
which there were only small batbed 
wire barvieades and no. sandbags, 
Would offer a much easier entrance 
faod it was not long before two or 
three of the Inrger ones were throng 
ed with the soldiers who were 
fereaming and demanding entrance 
into the Ssttlement, 

‘Throughout the carly part of the 
trouble Lieut, Appleby of the In- 
telligence, seeing the seriousness of 
the situation, made regular rounds 
fof the posts and each time warned 
hhis men not to fire until fired at, 
fearing that the soldiers would be 
feome impatient and shoot bofore 
they should, ‘The men obeyed his 
orders strictly and waited until the 
Soldicrs were coming over tho bar 
rieades wad pressing them. 

Even at this provocation they did 
not fire until two shots were fired 
fat them. By this time a couple of 
squads of Durhama had bee went 
‘up to the threatened areas, When 
the two shots came the order ¥ 
ieven to make ready and fine and 
the first fusilade dropped several. 

From this time en for the better 
part cf a quarter of on hour the 
fro forces exchanged shots at a 
rapid pace, but the marksmanship 
fof the Duthaina could not be ques 
tiored and it was not long before 
a dozen dead and more than a score 
of wounded soldiers were lying in 
Range Road. 

Finding thelr fixe ineffective the 
Chinese began to throw down their 
farms and swarm into the Settle- 
ment, Order was given to ceare 
firing. 

For move than an hour the Di 
hams gd Special Police worked, 
searching and disarming the mass 
of men who Aacked through the 
barriers and rounding them up to be 
taken to a detention camp. It is 
teatimatid that between 1,000 ard 
1,200 mea were allowed to come in. 
Th spite of the attempt to corral 
all of the runaway soldiers this was 
impossible amd many are thought 
to be scattered throughout the dis 
{Wict, unarmed, however, 

Tn’ the meantime ambulances sre 
rushed to the seene to carry off the 
wounded to hospitals. The exact 
numb t of these ean hardly be gives 
fictiniwcly. Many of them too are

About 90 casualties resulted at 
night, whon the Durhams had to fire| 
upon’ Feng Jon soldiers as they 
‘attempted to foree an entrance on 
‘North Chékiang Road.

Superior of the convent. At that 
time there were 200 Chinese 
refugees inside the institution, 150 
Chinese school children and 132 
forcign children besides the sisters 
‘and a large number of servants. 
Some parents of the children who 
had managed to get there for 
the purpose of taking their children 
to safety were also marooned in the 
midst of the shelling and fires. 

Shells began falling upon the 
roof of the school, the first one 
landing over the Enfant Jesu build- 
ing, and the sccond atiscking the 
roof of the little girls’ school build~ 
ing beyond. Then the main build- 
ings were attacked and the wreck- 
age of roof and wall created torror 
in the minds of the hundreds who. 
were praying for protection inside. 
Actually, however, no explosion took. 
place from any of the shells x0 that 
no lives were lost. 


A Lurid Night

Fire Brigade’s Experience Neat 
Dixwell Road: Kerosene 
and Snipers 


Apparently there was a deliberat 
attempt at incendiarism on forviga 
houses just outside the Settlement 
on Wednesday night.

Lairs Destroyed in Bias Bay Without Any Loss of 


Life: Objects of the 


Visitation Explained 


to Villagers 


Hongkong, Mar, 24. 

In spite of the many’ attempts of 
the Hongkong Government to secure 
‘go-operation in the suppression of| 
Piracy and the Canton Government's 
promises, there has been no attempt 
‘on the part of the latter, to co-

Tn consequence of the Hopsang 
piracy on March 22, a naval opera-| 
tion was carried out under Rear-| 
‘Admiral Boyle with IL, M. SS. Fro-| 
bisher, Hermes, Delhi, Marazion and 
Foxglove. 

‘The expedition started from Hong- 
‘Kong at 6.30 on the evening of March 
+22, anchoring in Bias Bay at 1.30 the 
following morning. 

‘Naval forces were entirely _em- 
ployed with the exception of al 
‘detachment of police officers, inter- 
Freters and detectives under the 
Captain Superintendent of Police, 
Mr, BE, D.C, Wolf, Criminal In: 
telligence Officer 'T.” If, King and 
Captain Bloxham (who accompanied| 
‘8 joint Sino-British punitive expedi 
tion to the same area in January| 
1925). 

‘The landing force divided into 
three parties, one destined to proceed: 
to the district of Kwaichau Island 
and the other two to groups of

Captain ‘Calvert of the Frobisher, 
00 ratingss going ashore.

Quiet Trip to Hangchow: Peo-| 
ple Resigned to Nationalist

From Ove Own Connesrowoenr 
En route to Kashing, Ché, 

With, passports recently expired 
and a “travel pass” finally visned 
by the Bureau of Foreign Affairs, 
the writer and a hospital physician 
eft Shanghai‘on the str. Hsin Ning-| 
shao about 6 p.m. on March 11. ‘There! 
‘were 3,560 Chinese passengers, but 
only: three fereigners beside the| 
Captain on board. We had dur 
own bedding and slept on the floor 
of the dining saloon, ‘The snorers| 
could compete with a foghorn. 
There was a slight aloofness at 
at first among the Chinese, but soon 
all relaxed into a sort of crowded 
fellowship. ‘The Captain was cour- 
teous .to all alike, 

We arrived at Ningpo at 7.30 
am, after ‘anchoring ontside 
‘Tsenhai for the Southern soldiers 
to come aboard to examine papers, 
From the ship we went to the train, 
Which soon was crowded to 
Himit, At 10 am, we started, 
riving at Pohkuan the’ rail-hend, at 
2 pam, To the river bank it is nensly 
hhalf-a-mile and, as we had light 
luggage only, we crossed the ferry) 
and walked the five Chinaxe li to the 
town of Tsaongo, sjtuationed on a 
sanal that runs to Hsaohsing and 
Hangchow. 


We had no trouble whatever with 
te Nationalist soldiers, although we 
passed or wore passed by thom fre- 
quently, A young eadet officer eyed 
Ws keenly at the ferry, but said 
nothing, and wo joined a group of 
Chinese’ in living’ boats—n college 
professor, a bank clerk, a planter 
and a Indy teacher with a lot of 
givls going to a school. 

After waiting three “hours in a 
Chinese food-shop, we secured two 
oats, one for the men and another 
for the: women of the party. The 
Soldiers were impressing boats, so 
that agent stopped two of them about| 
@ mile outside the town and ferried 
out and:.got on board about 0.90 
‘Bath. "Dwere was a groat. axroment |

‘The people all along, the way are 
80 accustomed to seeing foreigners 
travelling with a lot of stuff that 
We ‘exelted no .comment.. Soldiers 
frequently looked at us, but said 
nothing and there was no discourtesy 
of any sort, "A party of bobbed-hait 
Shanghai girls mado their own ar- 
rangements without any. trouble; 
‘they tipped liberally as thoy wont. 
Our boats passed Shaoshing about 
2.30 a.m, on the 12th, without stop- 
ping. 

‘Motor launches towing barges full 
bf soldiers rushed along to Hang- 
chow and the people in. the towns 
along the way were doing business 

‘usual and seemed to have no fear 
of the Southern soldiers. We had 
strong head winds and heavy 
showers all day on Saturday, the 
12th, We expset to reach Hsihsin, 
‘the ‘town at the terminus of the 
canal across the river from Hang- 
how, before dark. So far the trip 
‘has been safe enouigh, with only such 
‘crowding and inconvenience as old 
China hands aro familiar with. We 
heard that the post office stait had 
‘been on strike at Ningpo, but it was 
Soon settled, All the Chinese I have 
met on the way, or any who talle at 
all, seem convinced that the Nation.

Fengpiao has again ped 
jtrcmendously. It has dropped 150 
pofats in less than three weeks and 
is still falling. Indeed, Japanese 
financial circles predict that ere long 
it will touch the ten to one figure, 
that is in respect of yen. To-day it 
{fell as much as 28 points, the mark: 
Jopesing at $7.50 and closing at| 
$7.78. 

‘A number of reasons are given in| 
explanation of the continued dspres- 
sion. One is that the merchants 
themselves are buying gold and silver 
for the settlement of accounts on 
April 1.

JAPAN’S GHASTLY 
TRAGEDY 
Famed Beauty Spot Wrecked by'| 
Earthquake, Fire and Flood: 
‘Thousands Dead or Homeless 





By Aurexo E, Pitaes 


Tokyo, Mar. 7. 
We were dressing to attend “Rigo-| 
letto;” which was to be played at 
the Imperial Theatre to-night by 
|Carpi's Italian Opera Company, 
when the raucous voices of elderly 
‘men and the treble shrill of young 
boys shouting: “Gogail Gogai,!” 
(the Japanese equivalent for the 
Western “Extra! Extra!) —smote| 
my ears. It was about the latest| 
big earthquake. 
‘The region where the blow fell 
1's most famed beauty| 
undulating! 
hills ‘that: stretch from the delight-| 
ful old-world city of Kyoto to the| 
Japan Sea, a region studded with 
‘sanatoria, spas, scenic spots and a3 
cient shrines, ‘The area affocted has| 
‘been turned into a veritable sham-| 
‘bles, a vast, suddenly-made grav: 
yard wherein were tumbled the liv- 
ing with the dead, ‘There was a 
startling story that Osaka and Kobe| 
had beon terribly hit, had been right. 














had crashed to the ground with thelr| 
‘sky-scrapers and smoking factory 
chimneys and that, even as we 
were talking, a blood-red pall of| 
crimson flames was reducing these 
two important cities of Japan to| 
tangled iron, burnt stone and ashes, 
When, towards midnight, the wel- 
received that, ex- 
slight damage in 
a, that city and Kobe were! 
practically intact and that the quake| 
had vented its wrath further inland, 
thero were sighs of relief. — This! 
news was broadeast and posters put 
up all over the city announcing the 
glad facts to an expectant people. 


This quake is the third biggest 
fone since the cataclysm of Septem-| 
ber, 1923, when Yokohama was| 
razed to'the ground and a good| 
portion of Tokyo was destroyed. 
The earth tremor hit the —affected| 
regions at about 6.80 in tho evening 
of a cold March day. There were! 
tho usual primitive “hibachi” (fire- 
boxes) in nearly every house, ‘These 
were upset and to the horror of 
quake was added the dread peril of 
fire. The total number officially: re-| 
ported dead to date is 2,275, while| 
4,000 have been listed as injure 
OF the latter at least 1,000 are not| 
expected to live, 

As generally is the case with de-| 
‘structive natural phenomena of this} 
nature, there was not the slightest 
intimation that an evil hour for| 
certain sections of Japan was pend- 
ing, ‘The sufferings of those affect-| 
‘ed was rendered all the more poign- 
ant owing to a thick blanket of 
‘snow, in places as much as 3 ft. in 
depth, which covered the affected re- 

ns’ for miles around. The quakel 
was felt as far as Tokyo 
‘Yokohama, residents of these two 
cities clearly fecling a strange cir- 
jeular quiver, Seismic experts de- 
clare that the tremblor was every 
whit as intense as that — which| 
struck Tokyo and Yokohama in 
September, 1923. The centre of the 
shock is reparted to be in Wakasa 
yy, off the coast of the Sea of 
Tapan. 


Military aeroplanes flew to the 
affected regions and soon  brought| 
back the reassuring news that, al-| 
though Osaka and Kobe had ‘been| 
severely rocked, the loss both —to| 
life and property in these important] 
and thickly populated industrial 
cities was comparatively insignifi- 
cant, Only one forcigner was Kile, 
this being Mrs, G. Glen-Schultze, an 
<ldetly American lady who has been| 
visiting Japan on the  round-the- 
world liner California. The Cali- 
$a was preparing to leave ‘Kobe 
for Shanghai when the blow fell, 
foreibly throwing down several on] 
the pier and precipitating the un- 
fortunate American tourist into the 
water, where she was drowned. 
Three’ other foreigners, also be 
longing to the California, were in- 
jured, these being George  Prentice| 
rd Mary Macgobian, of the eres, 
‘and Thomas Ryan, a passenger. 
Residents of Kobe, in which city’ 
there are quite a number of those 
who went through the terrific or- 
deal of the 1923 disaster, were in 
all but a panic.

The| 
military quickly were called out and| 
despatched to the stricken districts, 
while a few hours later, definite| 
information was obtained that the| 
jquake had spent its force and that, 
‘Kobe and Yokohama had nothing to 
fear from this particular upheaval. 

‘The towns which suffered most| 
were those of Iwatake and Amino, 
which, with a population of 10,000] 
each, ‘were completely destroyed. 
These towns are in Kyoto Prefec-| 
jtare. Other smaller towns also have 
Jbeen hard hit, including the city of 
Tottori, noted for its hot springs, 
‘which was practically levelled to the| 
ground in the quake of May, 1925.

It is understood that Italy _has| 
communicated to Britain and_other|

SHANGHAI POSTAGE 
STAMPS, 
‘The Municipal Post of the Early) 


Days: The Different 
Issues 


The international city of Shang- 
hai, to which all eyes are now] 
turned, formerly maintained its own, 
post office and issued its own poste 
age stamps, states “The Times.”| 
In the early days of the Shanghai 
Settlement there’ were no postal 
facilities bewieen the ports of the 
China coast newly opened to foreign 
trade. Accordingly, in 1865, the 
Municipal Council decided to 
institute a local post office of its 
own, serving not only Shanghai but, 
cortain other Treaty ports, such as 
Ningpo, Amoy, Hankow, and Foo-| 
chow. ‘The service proved a real 
boon to the trading community, 
who, for an annual subseription of 
55 taels, could have all their corres-| 
pondence handled by the local post 
office without further charge, 
Later, to meet the requirements of 
‘casual patrons of the post, adhesive 
stamps wore rrovided in sceordance 
with a special tariff, 

The first Shanghai stamps 
appeared in August, 1865, and were 
purely provisional, pending the 
arrival of a permanent series from. 
England. ‘They were produced in 2. 
very primitive fashion by native 
printers in Shanghai, a dragon be- 
ing engraved on wood by a Chinese 

rrtist_ and employed in conjunction 
with typo-set frames containing the 
value and inscriptions. ‘Thee 
curious labels were struck off one 
at a time ona hand press. Genuine 























prints and actucl counterfei 
numerous. ‘The emergency 
lasted until March 5, 1866, when 
some definitive postage stamps of| 
the Shanghai ‘local’ post office 
engraved and printed by Messrs. 
Nissen and Parkes, of London, 
were taken into vse. The vignette 
‘common to all values shows a more 
‘borate version of the lung oF| 
ky" dragon carrying the miracul- 
ous yek-kuang-chn (“Night shining 
pearl”). For greater convenience 
of the public tsing the local post, 
the postage was calculated in terms 
of brasy cash (1,000 to the taal), 
and the change is roflected in the 
values of the postage stamps issued 
between the years 1877 and 1890.

Sun Chuan-fang, but more particu- 
lary upon the complete obliteration 
of the Russienized clement in the

kow, Te was said @ month ago that. 
Chiang Kai-shek was pledged to 
create the fair semblance of a 
casus belli with the highly Russ- 
ianized clement in the Kuomin- 
tang, in exchange for a pledge front 
the North that the Fengtien group| 
would suppor! “Nationalism,” there- 
by anti-foreignism, without the Red 
taint. 

As things are developing here, 
there appears to be daily corrobora-| 
tion of these rumoured schemes. In 
early December, when Sir Miles:
